TV blame the current levels of 
preoccupation with sex, excessive 
violence, cursing and foul language 
and vulgarity. Of the total number 
of people who say they ever are 
offended by TV shows, the largest 
number (46%) point to sexual sug- 
gestiveness (24%) and violence 
(22%) as the chief cause of their 
disapprobation. Theseare followed 
bycursingand foul language (14%), 
and vulgarity (3%). Another 6 per- 
cent complained of racism on TV. 
Viewers who contend that TV 
has a negative effect on the family 
comprise 64 percent of those sur- 
veyed, representing nearly 117 mil- 
lion American adults. The per- 
centage of those who claim TV isa 
negative impactonchildreniseven 
higher, at 69 percent. As a result, 
64 percent of the parents inter- 
viewed report that they frequently 
or occasionally restrict their chil- 
dren’s TV viewing dueto offensive 
content. The corresponding figure 
for 1991’s survey was 60 percent. 
By contrast, only 19 percent say 
they nevercurtail what their young- 
sters watch. Last year, 23 percent 
of the parents said they never re- 
stricted their children’s viewing. 
Television’s portrayal of fam- 
ily values fares very poorly; only 5
